Election/Restriction 



1. Restriction to one of the following inventions is required 
under 35 U.S.C. 121: 

Group I. Claims 1-28 and 41-44, drawn to expanding VGA text 
characters, classified in Class 345, subclass 128. 

Group II. Claims 29-40, drawn to changing the displayed 
postion of a VGA display image, classified in Class 345, subclass 



The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of 
the following reasons: 

expanding the size of VGA text characters does not require a 
change in display position; and 

changing the displayed position of VGA characters and other 
images does not require a change in size of VGA characters. 
2. Inventions I and II are related as subcombinations disclosed 
as usable together in a single combination. The subcombinations 
are distinct from each other if they are shown to be separately 
usable. In the instant case, invention I has separate utility 
such as expanding the size of display images without altering the 
displayed position of the display image and invention II may be 
used to change the display positon of characters in display 
systems where the size of the character is nonchanging. See 
M.P.E.P. § 806.05(d) .
